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PURPOSE: To allow the user to reply an incoming call by having only to approach its ear to a receiver port 
through the contrivance of the telephone set such that hook off is set when a human body sensing section 
provided in the vicinity of the reception port of a receiver senses a human body. 
CONSTITUTION: A human body sensing section 4 consisting of an electrostatic sensor with a couple of 
electrodes arranged in the vicinity of a receiver port 2 located at one end of the portable telephone set main 
body 1 is provided. When the microprocessor of the main body 1 detects the arrival of a call, an incoming 
call tone is produced and a signal requesting off-hook by the access of a human body from the human body 
sensing section 4 is awaited. When the signal requesting off-hook is received, the transmission of the 
incoming call tone is stopped and the telephone set enters talking. Since an ear in contact with the receiver 
port 2 is detected to set hook-off in this way, the trouble of depressing a hook button is avoided to reply to 
incoming call. 
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
